AND WHEREAS Council deems it necessary to impose the maximum 
allowable interest rate on all tax arrears in the municipality 
to encourage delinquent payers to attend to the tax arrears. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. Interest at a rate of lh per cent per month or fraction 
thereof shall be added to all outstanding tax arrears from 
the 31st day of December in the year in which the taxes or 
other accounts were levied until the said tax arrears are 
paid. 

2. That no interest added to taxes shall be compounded. 

3. Interest added to taxes form part of such taxes and shall 
be collected as taxes. 

4. The provisions of this by-law shall take effect the 1st 
day of January, 1983. 

5. By-law Number 439-82 enacted the 6th day of January, 1982 
is hereby repealed.

AND WHEREAS overdue taxes are those taxes or other accounts 
which have been levied in the current calendar year which are 
due and unpaid on their respective due dates. 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it necessary to impose the maximum 
allowable penalty for non-payment of current taxes or other 
accounts to encourage prompt payment of taxes when due. 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. A penalty for non-payment of taxes or any class or instalment 
thereof of 1\ per cent on the first day of default and on 
the first day of each calendar month thereafter in which 
default continues shall be imposed. 

2. The provisions outlined in Section 1 apply only to the end 
of the year in which the taxes or other accounts are levied. 

3. The provisions of this by-law shall take effect on the 1st 
day of January, 1983. 

4. By-law Number 438-82 enacted the 6th day of January, 1982 
is hereby repealed.

the moneys so borrowed with interest at a rate not exceeding per centum per annum, which may be 

paid in advance or otherwise. 



(2) All sums borrowed from the said Bank, for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 
332, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current 
year and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues are received. 
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(3) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant 
to the authority of this By-law, as well as all other sums borrowed in this year and any previous years, from the said 
Bank for any or all of the purposes mentioned in the said Section 332, together with interest thereon, all of the 
moneys hereafter collected or received on account or realized in respect of the taxes levied for the current year 
and preceding years and all of the moneys collected or received from any other source, which may lawfully be 
applied for such purpose.

2 . The sewage service rate shall be imposed in each year 
commencing in the year 1983 and shall be a foot frontage rate 
°f $130. 50 divided by the frontage on the lands designated 

in paragraph 1 hereof, provided that in the case of such 
lands which also are connected to water works owned and 
operated by the Township of Blandford-Blenheim or by the 
Ministry of the Environment, the sewage service rate hereby 
imposed shall be a charge on the water bill charged or 
chargeable in respect of such lands and shall be computed 
as per centum (150%) of the annual water rates or charges 
charged or chargeable in respect of such lands where such 
lands are used for other than commercial and industrial 
purposes and One hundred and fifty per centum (150%) of the 
annual water rates or charges charged or chargeable in 
respect of such lands where such lands are used for commercial 
or industrial purposes, with special sewage service rates 
to be imposed on certain establishments as stated in 
Schedule "A" which is attached hereto. 

3. (a) A reduction in the case of corner lots at the junction 

or intersection of streets of 100% of the flankage and 
a reduction or increase in the case of triangular or 
irregularly-shaped lots may be made in the foot frontage 
rate that otherwise would be chargeable thereon, 
sufficient/ having regard to the situation, value and 
superficial area of such lots as compared with other lots, 
to adjust its frontage charge on a fair and equitable 
basis. 

(b) Where a lot is for any reason wholly or part unfit for 
building purposes, a reduction may also be made in the 
foot frontage rate that otherwise would be chargeable 
thereon sufficient to adjust its frontage charge as 
compared with that of lots fit for building purposes on 
a fair and equitable basis. 

(c) Where a lot, other than a corner lot, has two limits that 
abut on streets and the size and nature of the lot is 
such that any or all of the works in such streets are 
not required/ a reduction in respect of the works that 
are not required, so long as they are not required, may 
also be made in the foot frontage rate that would 
otherwise be chargeable thereon, sufficient to adjust 
its frontage charge on a fair and equitable basis. 
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(d) In the case of lots that because of the nature of the 
terrain or the elevation of the sewer, do not derive 
the same benefit as other lands abutting on the sewer, 
a reduction may be made in the foot frontage rate which 
otherwise would be chargeable thereon, sufficient having 
regard to the benefit derived as compared with other 
lots, to adjust the foot frontage rate on a fair and 
equitable basis.

No person shall within the areas defined as "M2", "M3",

a) "dog" - 2 per lot 

b) "cat" - 2 per lot 

Within the said "Rl", "R2", "R3", "RMH", "CI", "C2", "V", 
or "OS", or a SPECIAL PROVISION category to any of the 
aforementioned zones, any coop pen or shelter used to 
house pigeons shall not be closer than 60 meters to any 
school, church or public hall, or closer than 40 meters 
to a neighbouring dwelling house if occupied by persons 
other than the owner or tenant. 
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2. GENERAL PROVISIONS CONT'D,: 

5. Within any zone, no dog shall be kept confined or tied 
within 10 meters of a dwelling house other than that of 
the owner of the dog. 

6. Exemptions to this by-law with respect to number of dogs, 
are listed in Schedule "A" , attached hereto. 

7. Within any zone, no person shall permit any animal, other 
than dogs (being controlled under the provisions of the 
Dog Licensing, Livestock and Poultry Protection Act) , to 
run at large or trespass on public property or the 
property of others and such animals found so running at 
large or trespassing shall be liable to impoundment and 
otherwise being dealt with or disposed of under the 
provisions of The Pounds Act, R.S.O. 1980, and amendments 
thereto. 

8. Any person who contravenes the provisions of this by-law 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $1,000.00, 
recoverable under the provisions of the Provincial Offences 
Act.

1st day of November , 1983 °n or before which date the 
Municipality shall have reviewed all of the chapters set out in the 
BACPAC manuals including those with respect to year-end reporting 
which may not or cannot take place until the first four to six 
months of 1984. 

(a) The Municipality agrees to provide the Ministry with periodic 
reports as support for the Ministry's payments and to ensure 
that BACPAC is being implemented. The reports will be in the 
form as set out in "Appendix A". 

(b) The interim report will be required on or before the lstday of 
September , 1983. The final report will be required on or 
before the 1st day of November , 1983 .

"Appendix "A" and attached hereto, the term or condition of this 
Agreement shall prevail;

EXPLANATORY NOTE 

Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
By-Law Number 505-83 

amending By-Law Number 466-82 



By-Law Number 505-83 was approved by Council of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim in order to resolve objections lodged to the 
Comprehensive Zoning By-Law Number 466-82. 

Clause 1 amends the definition of an automobile service station to in- 
clude a motor vehicle washing establishment. 

Clause 2 modifies Section 2.63.1, the definition of a lot, to make 
reference to the new Planning Act, 1983. 

Clause 3 amends Section 3.5, Violations and Penalties, to make refer- 
ence to Section 66 of the new Planning Act, 1983. 

Clause 4 adds a new Section 6.6.1, Existing Lots in an A1 or A2 
Zone. The provision allows a vacant lot in an A1 or A2 Zone with a 
lot area of 8 hectares to be used for any building or structure that is 
permitted in the A1 or A2 Zone. 

Clause 5 modifies the Hazard Land provisions to delete the provision 
allowing Open Space Zone uses on Hazard Lands that were zoned 
Open Space. 

Clause 6 amends part of the Hazard Land provisions to exempt 
Restricted or General Agricultural Zones from not including any 
Hazard Land areas as part of the Zone provisions. 

Clause 7 modifies the Public Use provisions to exempt the installation 
of services on the street. 

Clause 8 modifies all of the Zone provision sections in the By-Law to 
add a clause for restrictions of Hazard Land areas making reference 
to the Hazard Land policies in Section 6.0, General Provisions. 

Clause 9 adds a special 'ER-2' Zone permitting a single-family home 
and service shop in Lot 3, Concession 5 (Blandford). 

Clause 10 extends the Village Zone in the Village of Washington. 

Clause 11 designates land in Lot 4, Concession 14 (Blenheim) from 
Residential to General Agriculatural (A2) to allow some farming 
activities. 

Clause 12 corrects property lines in Lots 22 and 23, Concession 12 
(Blenheim). 

Clause 13 zones land in the Village of Ratho from Residential to 
General Agricultural (A2) to permit the keeping of some animals. 

Clause 14 zones land in the Village of Wolverton from Residential to 
Village and from Residential to General Industrial to recognize a ser- 
vice shop and feed mill, respectively. 
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Clause 15 zones (and in Lot 3, Concession 5 (Blenheim) to a special 
Estate Residential Zone (ER-2). 

Clause 16 zones land in Lot 6, Concession 1 and Lot 5, Concession 2 
(Blandford) to Restricted Industrial (NI1) and General Industrial (M2) 
to reflect the previous zoning. 

Clause 17 zones land in Lot 22, Concession 1 (Blenheim) from Resi- 
dential to General Agricultural (A2) to permit some farming activities. 

Clause 18 zones land in Lot 7, Concession 1 (Blenheim) from Resi- 
dential to General Agricultural (A2) to permit some farming activities. 

Clause 19 zones land in Lot 4, Concession 1 (Blenheim) from General 
Industrial (M2) to Highway Commercial (C2) to recognize the existing 
uses.

April 1st, 1983. 

AND WHEREAS the Council of The Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim did on March 16th, 1983, pass Resolution 
No. 9 authorizing the implementation of group insurance coverage 
for the Township of Blandford-Blenheim employees for all benefits 
available under the County of Oxford plan with the plan to take 
effect April 1st, 1983. 

AND WHEREAS the Council of The Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim did on April 1st, 1983, freeze the Township 
employees accumulated sick leave credits, and in its stead 
implemented a Short Term Income Protection Plan, a Long Term 
Disability Plan, Improved Healthcare coverages, Improved Life 
Insurance coverages, a Visioncare Plan, and a Dental Plan. 

AND WHEREAS The Inflation Restraint Board considered an 
application by the Township dated March 22nd, 1983, concerning a 
proposal to change the benefit package of the employees, and 
terminate the existing sick leave policy. 

AND WHEREAS The Inflation Restraint Board on April 13th, 1983, 
their File No. 12061 did consider the application of the 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim, and concluded 
that there would be no additional cost incurred by the employer 
as a result of the changes in the benefit package. 

AND WHEREAS Township Council deems it expedient to adopt the 
Group Insurance Plan and establish an employees manual.

DEFINITIONS: 

A) Full-Time Employee : 

Means any salaried officer, clerk, workman, servant or 
other person in the employ of The Corporation who works 
a minimum of 80% of the standard work week (that is in 
effect for each respective Department) on a continuing 
basis and whose status has been declared "full-time" by 
the Department Head* 

B) Probationary Employee: 

Means any employee who has not completed 65 consecutive 
working days of service from the Established Date of Hire, 

C) Casual Employee or Part-Time Employee: 

Means any employee whose employment is not on a regular 
basis or whose work is seasonal or who works less than 
80% of the standard work week. 

D) Corporation: 

Means the Township of Blandford-Blenheim. 



VACATIONS WITH PAY 

1.1. All full-time employees SHALL be granted an annual vacation 
with pay according to credited service as determined by 
their "Established Date of Hire" as follows: 

(1) Employees completing one (1) year of continuous service, 
shall receive two (2) weeks vacation with pay. 

(2) Employees completing six (6) years of continuous 
service shall receive three (3) weeks vacation with pay. 

(3) Employees completing twelve (12) years of continuous 
service, shall receive four (4) weeks vacation with pay. 

(4) Employees completing eighteen (18) years of continuous 
service, shall receive five (5) weeks vacation with pay. 

(5) The Corporation observes the calendar year for holiday 
periods (vacation), after the year in which the 
employee was hired. 

(6) Employees are entitled to the appropriate vacation 
after the anniversary date of the "Established Date 
of Hire" has been observed. 

(7) Employees may take vacations with pay any time during 
the current calendar year up to the maximum allowed 
based on the anniversary date of the employee, however, 
the Corporation shall deduct unearned vacation pay 
from all Employees in the event that employment is 
terminated before the vacation is earned. 

1.2. An employee who has vacation earned and not taken in the 
calendar year in which it is earned, may postpone for use 
in a subsequent year subject to obtaining the approval of 
the Council of the Corporation. Such request shall be in 
writing prior to December 1st in the year during which such 
vacation credits were earned. There shall be no cash-in-lieu 
of annual vacation except as provided for under the 
Employment Standards Act. 
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1.3. In the event of the death of an employee, the employee's 
beneficiary or estate shall be entitled to receive such 
vacation pay as may stand to the credit of the employee. 

1.4. Casual, Part-Time and Student employees may be granted an 
annual vacation without pay in accordance with the full time 
vacation schedule. Vacation pay shall be paid in accordance 
with the rate prescribed under the Employment Standards Act. 

STATUATORY - PAID HOLIDAYS 



2.1. The Corporation provides that all full-time employees shall 
receive the following as recognized paid holidays:

The dates to be determined by the employee, with the consent 
of the Department Head.

2.3. Casual, Part-Time and Student employees shall be entitled 
to holiday pay as prescribed by the Employment Standards 
Act. 

SHORT TERM - INCOME PROTECTION PLAN 

3.1. The Corporation provides that all full-time employees who 
have completed their probationary period and are unable to 
perform their duties due to non-occupational illnesses or 
injury shall be entitled to income protection in accordance 
with the following schedule;

3.2. The short term income protection for any or all non- 
occupational illnesses or injuries will be up to a maximum 
of 17 weeks from the date of the disability for each 
incident, with no limits within any one calendar year. 

3.3. Employees who are absent on account of non-occupational 
illnesses or injuries must report to their Department Head 
during the first day of absence, and where the absence is 
in excess of three consecutive working days, the employee, 
at the discretion of the Department Head, shall not be 
entitled to income protection unless a certificate from a 
qualified medical practitioner is produced to the immediate 
supervisor. The employer reserves the right to request an 
examination by a medical practitioner designated by the 
employer at any time during the absence. 
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3.4. When an employee is covered under the Short Term Income 
Protection Plan, all benefits shall be continuous and 
deducted in the usual manner so that the employee will 
retain all benefits. These benefits shall include regular 
vacations, but not paid holidays. If a paid holiday falls 
within the period of sick leave, the employee shall be 
paid at the percentage rate to which he or she is entitled. 

3.5. The Short Term Income Protection Plan cannot be substituted 
while an employee is on an approved vacation or during 

a paid holiday. 

3.6. The accumulated sick leave credits of each employee shall 
be "frozen" as of April 1st, 1983, with the employee 
retaining full vested rights to personal accumulation as 
described in the existing sick leave policy (By-law 
Number 122-77) . 

3.7. Employees shall be paid their accumulated sick leave credits 
entitlement over a three (3) year period, commencing 

July 1st, 1983, in accordance with the table listed below 
outlining the appropriate days for 1983, 1984 and 1985.

The following is a general outline of the Planning Advisory 
and Administrative Services to be provided by the Oxford County 
Department of Planning and Development to the Township of

The Oxford County Department of Planning and Development 
will make its staff available to the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim:

The Oxford County Department of Planning and Development 
will also make its staff available to the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim to undertake major planning studies that are within the 
Oxford County Department of Planning and Development's re- 
sources and capability. The Planning Commissioner reserves the 
right to determine what shall constitute a 'special study' and to 
determine the resources and capability of the Planning Depart- 
ment to conduct such studies. 

(D) Fees : 

(1) The fee for professional and administrative staff services 
outlined in Section B will be included within the levy of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim to the County of Oxford.

THE CORPORATION OF THE CITY OF WOODSTOCK 

hereinafter called the "City" 

- and - 

THE CORPORATION OF THE TOWNSHIP OF 

BLANDFORD-BLENHEIM 

hereinafter called the "Area 
Municipality" 



WHEREAS the City arid the Area Municipality are each an 

"Area Municipality" within the meaning of that term contained 

in the County of Oxford Act, R.S.O. 1980, chapter 365. 

AND WHEREAS section 208.1 of the Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, 
chapter 302, provides that councils , of . itunicipalities may 
enter into agreements with any other municipality for the use 
of fire fighting equipment upon such terms and conditions as 
may be agreed upon. 

AND WHEREAS the City has installed a Fire Alert System to be 
used for the handling of fire calls and the dispatching of 
firefighters and equipment throughout the City and the rest 
of the County of Oxford. 

AND WHEREAS the Area Municipality wishes to join such system 
on the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth. 

NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH in consideration of the mutual 
convenants hereinafter expressed. 

The parties hereto agree as follows: 

1. Certain words contained within this agreement shall have 
the following definitions: 

(a) "Fire Alert System" shall mean the aforesaid system installed 
by the City for the receipt of fire calls and for the 
dispatch of firefighters and equipment in response to 

such calls including the Dictaphone Recorder to be installed 
and used in association with such system; 

(b) "City Treasurer" shall mean the person appointed as 

the Treasurer of the Corporation of the City of Woodstock 
from time to time or the person appointed to handle the 
duties of such treasurer from time to time in the event 
such post should be vacant at any time; 

(c) "Operational Costs" shall refer to the financial costs of 
the City incurred in operating the Fire Alert System and 
shall include all salary and fringe benefits of employment 
paid to the Dispatchers, such periodic charges of Bell 
Canada or its successor for the over all operation and 
continuation of telephone services to the system which 

are charged to the City and cannot be specified as charges 
related to the service lines of a particular Area 
Municipality, the cost of office supplies directly 
attributable to the operation of the Fire Alert System 
and any other charges incurred by the City directly 
connected with the operation of the Fire Alert System and 
shall not include the cost of any office furnishings 
related to providing an office for the Dispatchers nor any 
charges for administration of the Fire Alert System incurred 
by the city except for the direct expenses hereinbefore 
described. 
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(d) "Dispatchers"shall mean the persons employed by the City 
for the purpose of receiving fire calls and dispatching 
firefighters and equipment. 

<e) "Participating Area Municipality"shall mean the Area 

Municipality herein and each Area Municipality which is 
-a party to an agreement with the City similar to this 
agreement. 

2. The Area Municipality hereby agrees with the City to 
join the Fire Alert System effective September 1 ,19 83 and to 
remain a member of such system until this Agreement is 
terminated by either party in accordance with the provisions 
hereinafter described. 

3. In consideration for its membership in the system, the Area 
Municipality agrees to pay; 

(i) to Bell Canada or its successor, any charges for the instal- 
lation and maintenance of a telephone line or lines established 
to allow access to the system for the residents of the Area 
Municipality which can be specified as separate costs of the 
Area Municipality and charged directly to it. The parties agree 
that any such charges which can be so specified and charged directly 
to the Area Municipality will be dealt with accordingly rather than 
charged to the City and subsequently charged to the Area Municipality, 
(ii) to the City, its share of the annual Operational Costs of 
the City of maintaining the Fire Alert System which share shall be 
calculated as one-half of the percentage which the Area Municipality's 
gross tax assessment for that year bears to the gross tax 
assessment of all eight of the Area Municipalities in the 
County of Oxford for that year plus one-half of the percentage 
which the number of fire calls made from the Area Municipality 
bears to the total number of fire calls made from all eight 
of the said Area Municipalities for that year. As illustrated on 
Schedule "A" attached hereto, which is used for purposes of an 
example only, the share of the said Operational Costs to be paid 
by the Township of Zorra would be 8. 6 percent based on such 
formula and the figures set out on the Schedule "A" example. 

(.iii) to the City, a proportionate share of the City's cost of 
purchasing and installing the aforesaid Dictaphone Recorder 
as part of the Fire Alert System, which cost is estimated to be 
approximately $29,000. The share of such cost to be paid by 
the Area Municipality shall be the same percent figure as would 
have been paid by the Area Municipality in accordance with the 
formula set out in paragraph 3 . (ii) hereof for its payment of 
a share of Operational Costs for the year 1981 had the Area 
Municipality participated in the Fire Alert System in that year 
so that, for example, if the data contained on Schedule "A" 
hereto was representative of the figures applicable for the year 
1981, the Township of Zorra would pay 8.6 percent of the ultimate 
cost of purchase and installation of the Dictaphone Recorder. 
Such payment shall be made to the City at the quarter year end 
next following the date stated in paragraph 2 hereof on which 
the Area Municipality begins its use of the Fire Alert System 
and shall be billed to the Area Municipality with its quarterly 
charges as provided in paragraph 4 hereof. 

4. The Area Municipality shall be charged by the City in 
installments for its share of the said Operational Costs 
described in paragraph 3 (ii) above which installments 
shall be charged at the end of each quarter year end, namely 

the 31st day of March, the 30th day of June, the 30th day of 
September, and the 31st day of December in each year, and 
the Area Municipality shall promptly pay such charges to 
the City. In the first calendar quarter the City Treasurer 
shall estimate the share of the Operational Costs to be 
charged to the Area Municipality for that calendar year and 
shall provide details of such calculation to the Area Municipality 
with the submission of a charge to the Area Municipality of 
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4. (continued) 

one-quarter of such estimated annual share as the charge payable 
at the March 31st quarter end. The three quarterly instalments 
following for the calendar year shall be in the same amount as 
the instalment charged for March 31st. As soon as possible 
after the calendar end and, in any event prior to March 31st 
of the following year, the City Treasurer shall make his 
final calculations of the share of Operational Costs 
to have been paid by the Area Municipality for the previous 
calendar year and shall provide notice of such calculation 
forthwith to the Area Municipality. The amount of any credit 
or debit generated out of such final calculation for any 
particular calendar year shall be applied as a credit or debit 
on the account of the Area Municipality for the instalment 
to be paid as its share of Operational Costs at the following 
March 31st quarter end. 

5. Either party may terminate this agreement effective June 
30th or December 31st in any calendar year on giving of at 
least one year's written notice to the other party of such 
termination. Otherwise, this agreement shall continue to be 
renewed from year to year on the same terms and conditions 

as herein expressed except that any of the terms and conditions 
of this agreement may be amended at any time in writing on the 
mutual consent of both, parties. 

6. A Committee composed of two representatives of the City 
and two representatives of each. Participating Area Municipality 
shall be formed to review this Agreement and the Fire Alert 
System. The City shall be represented by the County Fire 
Co-Ordinator and one of its elected officials. Each 
Participating Area Municipality shall be represented by one 

of its elected officials and one of its employees. The 
Chief Administrative Officer for the City shall call a 
minimum of two committee meetings each year and the meetings 
shall be conducted under the direction of the County Fire 
Co-Ordinator. 

7. it is hereby agreed that the City shall not be liable in 
any way to the Area Municipality for any errors or omissions 
which might occur in the operation of the Fire Alert System 
except where any damage arises directly out of the negligence 
of the City or any of its employees or agents.

Ontario. N2H 2P5, and the report previously circulated shall 
be attached hereto and form part of this by-law. 

AND WHEREAS the estimated total cost of constructing the 
drainage works is $21,100. 00 . 

AND WHEREAS $21,100.00 is the amount to be contributed by the 
municipality for construction of the drainage works. 

(The breakdown of assessments may be found in the report that 
was previously circulated.) 

AND WHEREAS the Council is of the opinion that the drainage 
of the area is desirable. 

THEREFORE the Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
pursuant to the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980, enacts as follows: 

1. The report dated May 16th, 1983, previously circulated, is 
hereby adopted and the drainage works as therein indicated 
and set forth is hereby authorized, and shall be completed 
in accordance therewith.

The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 210, 
Subsection 125 (ii) provides the authority for Councils of local 
municipalities to prohibit the parking or leaving of motor 
vehicles on property owned or occupied by the municipality. 

The County of Oxford Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 365, Section 40, 
Subsection (1) provides that area municipalities may pass by-laws 
for the regulation of parking. 

THEREFORE, Be it Enacted by the Municipal Council of The 
Corporation of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim: 

1. Parking or leaving of motor vehicles is prohibited Monday 
through Friday from 8:00 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. from the first 
day of December of any year, to the thirty-first day of 
March in the following year on the following streets. 

1. Muma Street, east side and west side. 

2. Mechanic Street, east side and west side, from Oxford 
Street East, north to the Canadian National Railway, 
right-of-way . 

2. Parking or leaving of motor vehicles is prohibited Monday 
through Friday from 8:00 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. on the following 
streets . 

1. Mechanic Street, east side, from Oxford Street East, south 
to the Drumbo Central School property. 

3. The Chief By-law Enforcement Officer for the Township shall 
impose Parking Violation Tags in the amount of $5.00 in 
accordance with Section 321 of the Municipal Act, on all 
motor vehicles which are parked or left in the no parking 
and no stopping zone, as described in Section 1, Subsection 
1 and 2; and Section 2, Subsection 1. 

4. The owner or operator of the motor vehicle may, within 7 days, 
make voluntary payment to the Treasurer of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim the fine imposed for the parking offence. 

5. If a voluntary payment is not made in accordance with the 
procedure provided in Section 4, the proceedings of The 
Provincial Offences Act, and the penalties provided in this 
by-law shall apply upon conviction,
